The anemic animals which got no in- 
organic iron got over their ailment as 
promptly as did “the iron fed animals.

RISING STABILITY 
IN BUILDING WINS 
HOOVER’S PRAISE 


Telegram Is Received as 
Convention Ends. 


Termed thé most successful meeting 
in the history of its organization, the 
four day convention of the American 
Construction council closed yesterday 
morhing with a general discussion of 


highway building. 

Shortly before adjournment of the 
meeting a telegram was feceived from 
Secretary of Commerce Herbert 
Hoover. It stated that building con- 
struction in the country is becoming 
more stabilized each year, and that the 
inddstry is rapidly losing its seasonal 
vendency. 

In the commitnication Secretary 
Hoover pointed that when the con- 
struction of the nation is based on a 
yearly foundation it willy give the 
pbuilding woftkers more and steadier 
employment and thereby be a factor 
in 2utting down the labor costs. 


Estimate Huge Highway Total.° 
During the convention various esti-, 


mates were made as to the valuation} 


of the highway building each year. 
At Friday’s session the estimate was 
nlaced at the $1,000,000,000 mark. but 
vesterday Henry W. Wilson, vice pres- 
ident of the Associated General Con- 
‘raetors of America, said the cuuntry’s 
road building program each year 
reaches the $2,000,000,000 mark. 

In a survey conducted by G. L. 
Miller & Co., it was revealed yester- 
day, the avefage paid up membership 
in seventeen building trades in the 
United States now exceeds 864,000. Ii 
was stated that the figure represents 
a gain of approximately 44,617 metn 
bers, or 5 per cent.

N AUTOMOBILE is wear proof 
until the oil film breaks. And 
this .statement applies with 


equal force to all wearing sur- 
faces, says a bulletin issued by the 
mechanical first aid department of the 
Chicago Motor club. It is just as true 
of the gear teeth in the transmission, 
or the bearings in the rear axle, as it 
is for the main engine bearings. 
No wear can occur between two sur- 
faces which are separated by a film of 
oil or grease. Wear is impossible so 
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long as this ideal condition exists, but 
wear occurs rapidly as soon as the oil 
film breaks and the surfaces come into 
contact. 

It is only recently that this theory 
ha® been fully accepted. The fact is 
now well understood that so long 4s 
the oil films throughout the car are 
maintained, wear is eliminated. For 
years the efficacy of lubrication was 
explained by stating that the oil films 
prevented the surfaces from coming 
into contact, but it was always thought 
that complete and continued separa- 
tion of the surfaces was an impossible 
ideal. In actual practice the oi] film 
kept the surfaces apart most of the 
time, but whenever they did come to- 
gether, even for an instant, a little 
wear occurred: This view was borne 
out by experience, since even the best 
lubricated surfaces wore out gradually.

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EMBROIDERY STITCHES. 

HE embroidery stitches that are 
shown and described today will 
be nice to cut out and save for 
reference when doing fancy 

work. , 

The outline stitch is the first shown; 
and it can be made to foliew any de 
sired lines and is like the single cable 
stitch, except that the thread is always 
kept above the stitch. 

The chain stitch looks like ¢{he links 
of a chain—hence the, name. It fs 
done by putting the needle in the bot 
tom of the last loop made and bring: 
ing it out a little lower than where it 
went in—say one-sixteenth or one 
eighth of an inch. 

The cross stitch is so simple-it hardly 
needs explaining—except that the un- 
der threads must all go one way and 
those on top in the opposite direction. 

The lazy daisy stitch is made by a 
loop. taken something like a loose but- 
tonhole stitch. Each petal is made 
with this loop—the needle being 
brought up tn the center of the flow 
er, put in again close to where it came 
out, and holding the looped . thread 
under the thumb, take a long stitch 
underneath, bringing the needle poini 
out at the bottom of the petal. Draw 
the thread up to form the petal. and 
still holding it with the thumb fasten 
it down with a small stitch; and then 
bring the needle out at the center of 
the flower ready to begin another petal. 

Phe bullion stitch is used in working 
stnall petal flowers. The thread is 
fastened at. the base of the petal that 
is to be covered, then the needle is 
put in at the top of the petal, bringing 
the point through the base. The right 
hand is used to wind the thread around 
the point of the needle enough times to 
cover the length of materia] taken up 
on the needle; then oull the needle 
through, holding the wound threads In 
place with the left thumb until the 
thread is pulled through. Turn the 
wound threads back, put the. needle 
through to the wrong sidé at the top 
of the petal and bring it up at the 
base of the next petal—repeating the 
directions just given. 
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one-half inch high, then taking a short 
stitch to hold these loops together. 
Work around and around the center, 
using the outline stitch, keeping the 
stitches loose at first so. they will 
lie close to the top of the center 
threads, making them tighter and 


tighter so the last stitches will be. 


Close to the linen. 

Couching ig done by laying three or 
four strands of silk or embroidery floss 
along the line to be covered—holding 
them down with the left hand, while 
with the right they are caught down 
at regular intervals with a stitch of 
the same or a contrasting color.

Not at all Instead it dons 
a costume of yellow and black stripes 
which a bird can see half way across 
the garden. 

. In the end this caterpiller turns ‘nto 
a butterfly. It is even more gorgeous 
than when in the baby stage. It has 
orange red wings tipped with black 
and dotted with white. Its color scheme 
makes it hard to miss rather than 
hard to find. 

Yet the birds do not eat elther the 
caterpiller or the grown butterfly. 
These feeders on the milkweed are 
more numerous than i@any other spe- 
cies of their kind. They sweep clear 
across the United States in a journex 
north in the summer and back in the 
autumn much as do the birds. They 
are the most successful of butter- 
flies. 


There is a good reason why the tirds/ 


leave them alone. The reason 1s that 
they have developed a bad odor and 
a bad taste.. The birds do noc iike 


ithem. They are not good for birds 


to eat. 

If, however, they imitated the color 
of the leaves as the others do, they 
would be in danger. The birds weuld 
catch them by mistake. It is wise that 
they should advertise themselves. They 
put on colors for advertising pur- 
poses. A young bird without experi- 
ence may gulp one of these gaudy 
eaterpillers, but it will never repeat 
the mistake. Milkweed butterflies and 
birds have now lived together for so 
long that the latter know by instinct 
that the former are not to be eatén.
